Indi 
nation in us, and determine us to concur in 
all proper Meafures for vindicating and 
defending his Dignity and Hoioar, againjt 
any Infults, and fruftrating any Defigns 
form’d againft us. Can ary Man, my 
Lords, who hes a-loyal Heart, object to 
this Claufe ? I have, my Lords often heard 
the prefent Adminiftration blam’d by 
fome Lords for being too tender, too de- 
licate, too fubmilfive, with regard toa 
certain Power, necdlefs to be named. 
But, my Lords, I never expected to hear 
the fame Lords oppofe the inferting a 
Claufe, which directly points at check- 
ing, or, if you wall, chaftiijg certain 
infolent Proceedings of the {aid Power. 
The Court of Iberia is our declared Ene- 
my, and can only be artacked by us fuc- 
cefsfully in Columbia.

tions. If chis, my Lords, which I think 
undeniable, is the plain State of the Fact 
between Blefufew and us, can any Lord 
refule his Aflent to the Claufe I have 
jut now read as a Part of our Ad- 
drefs? Is it not the indifpenfible Duty of 
this Houfe to give his Majefty fuch an 
Affurance at this Junéture ? And would 
not our Silence on this Occafion, natural.

Oftén has the Nation’s Want of Al- 
lies, my Lords, in the prefent War, been 
objecied to the Adminiftration, bur I 
could never fee the Force of this Ob- 
jection, nor underftand the Policy of cal- 
ling in Allies to our Affiftance, when we 
are ourfelves more thana. Match for the 
Enemy. When we {ee any other Power 
openly raking Part, or declaring in Faveur 
of our Enemy, then, and nor till then, 
will the Support of our Allies be necef- 
fary to us, —— Another complaint, my 
Lords, is of the many Preffures and Diff. 
culties we undergo on Account of our hea- 
vy Debts and high Taxes. Orher Nations , 
may, perhaps, have the fame Burthen to 
ftruggic with, who cannot therefore be 
fuppoted to be very eager to engage in a 

Var in which they are not immediately 
conceraed. The only Inducement which 
we can imagine will prevail with them 
to join in this War, is, their being per- 
fuaded that we are both able and willing 
to protect them againft the Refentment 
of any Power, who, on our Account, may 
become their Enremy. I ask Pardon, 
my Lords, for deviating from the prefent 
Queftion.—— But my Defign of men- 
tisning Allies, was only to ask your 
Lordfhips, whether the leaft Appea: ance 
of Coldnefs between his Majefty and this 
Houfe, would not difcourage {uch as are 
either ready or inciined to affilt us?

Archimedes, who, in deiending Syra- 
cufa againit che Romans, gave wonder- 
tui Proof of his Skill in Mechanicks, was 
bold enough to fay, That he couid res 
move the World out of its Place, had he 
another Place to fix bis Feet on. —— In 
the Mechanical railing of our Fortune, al- 
moft every Man mutt, like the Engineer, 
firft be fixed on a tolerable Footing. Ia 
the Architeffure of Fortunes, fays a very 
experigaced Man, the beft Art is able ro 
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do nothing, if it have not where to lay 
the firft Stone. 

If we take a view of rich Men, we 
fhall fee Forrane contributed niore to 
their Wealth than meer Induftry. There 
have been fome, who, with very mean

On the 24th our. Ships renew’d their 
Fire ; but the Prince Frederick and Hamb- 
ten Court being much gall’d by the Shot 
from the Enemy’s Ships, were call’d off;

A Gentleman from on board the Shrewsbury writes thus.—As our Ship was one of 


them ordered rothe Atrack of the Ferts St Fago and St. Philip, our Cable was un- 
luckily fhot before we could bring her up, and we drove towards the Mouth of the 
Harbour, into the midit of the Enemy, having a Battery of 15-Guns, the Forts of 
Bocca chica and St. Fofeph, with four Men of War, ail firing at us together, with about 
162 Guns, which we could return coly with 26. In this Situation we engaged feven 
Huurs, when, to our no {mall Joy, Night comingon, put a {top to rhe Enemy’s firing, 
and we weighed our Anchor, and went about our Bufinefs. We had 20 Men killed 
and 4> wounded, 16 Shot between Wind and Water, 250 Shot in our Hull, and our 
Matts, Yards, and Rigging fhot to Pieces. —After we had got Pofleffion of the Ferts 
Chamba, St Philip and St Fago, we landed s00 Men of the Artillery, who buile a 
Battery of 20 Guns (See p. 264. H) with Faicines and Bags of Sand in ten Days, ina 
Wood, upsna Hiil, franding between the above mentioned Forts and Bocca chica, a 
flrong Fort garrifoncd with 300 Men. As our Men were concealed by the Wocd trum 
the View of the Enemy, they knew nothing of what was dune, till the Negroes hav- 
ing cut down the Trees by Night, the Batrery inthe Morning opened againft one of the 
Points of Bocca chica Caitle, called St. Sebaffian, The Fafcine Battery on the Bara- 
dera Side (See p. 264. D. E. F.) was taken in half and Hour, with the Lofs of cnly 
tour Men on our Side. 

Some Letters mention, that the Admirals Vernon and Ogle, with Gen. Wentworth, be- 
ing none Sh p, takinga View of the Forts, were drove to Leeward, and entirely expofed 
to the Enemy’s Fire, but were relieved by the Commander of oue of his Majefty’s 
Sluops, who obferving their Danger, went and brought them off.—Alfo, that cwelve 
Spanifh Men of War having failed tronCartagena, three Days before Admiral Ver- 
mon’s Arrival there, he had refu.ved to fend fitteen Men of War after them, to protect 
the Exzlifh Settlements from any Attempts that might be made upon them, or inter- 
eept the Dons if bound for Europe. 

In this Extcrprize Colonel Dougla/s hed his Head fhot off. Colonel Sandfird his Back 
broke in his Tent by a'Shor.
